New York, Aug. U.-Tfce story of a rattling street 


fight between aoo sailors of the North Atlantic squadron, 
anchored in the harbor of Port Au Spain, Trinidad, and 
five hundred natiyes of the island, fire months ago, leaked 
out yesterday, despite all efforts to keep the affair secret. 
The crews of the training ship Hartford, and the battle- 
ships Indiana and Massachusetts, participated in the fight. 
Some American sailors upset a fruit stand in town, and 
immediately a free fight ensued. Negroes by the score i Strikers 
madd an attack on the sailors and the air was soon filled! 
with flying bricks, stones and coal. The negroes had the 
best of it as they had possession of a coal pile. The sailors, 
however, received reinforcements and the negroes were' 
finally routed 
Officers from the squadron came ashore 


to quiet things and had lined the men up to send them 
aboard the ships, when the negroes swooped down again. 
The sailors broke ranks and were soon busy throwing 
their antagonists into the water, where they had to ewim 
for their lives. No international complications followed, 
but many bandaged heads were in Port Au Spain the next 
day.

HOW PROTECTION PROTECTS. 


As a sop to tbe farmers of Ohio 


those Ohio statesmen. 1'or-iker, Hanna 
and Grosvenor, succeeded in having 
congress place a high tariff on wool. 
The effect, they told the farmars, 
would be to keep up the price of wool 
and raafee «heep-raising one of tbe 
great and protttable industries of the 
state. 


Un!o now ranks first ic the manu- 


facture of shoddy. That commodity 
is neither fish nor flesh nor good red 
herring. It cannot be classified. It 
may be cotton or it may be a compo- 
site, but it certainly is guiltless of 
wool, 


But it rakes the place of wooi. 
ft 


is. manufactured and sold to unscru- 
pulous cloth makers «nd they palm off 
the product upon clothiers. Tbe con- 
sumer buys a shoddy g.irment think- 
img it is all wool, but soon afterward 
he fcnds oat that it is not. The retail- 
er aad tbe manufacturer have been im- 
posed upon, too. The shoddy man is 
the one to blame, and what does be 
care? 


Were it not for the high duty on 


wool tae shoddy tnas could not do 
business, but with the competition of 
foreign wool removed he can under- 
sell the domestic wool raiser and reap 
the benefit of the protective tariff. 
Tbe farmer does not benefit, for the 
demand for bia wool is curtailed by 
the tremendous sboddy output. The 
manufacturer and the retailer do not 
ceoeCl, for they have to pay as much 
M if ffi*y were getting the real article, 
and the consumer bears the heaviest 
burden of all, for he pays for clothes 
that de '-ot wear. 


Congress has passed stringent laws 


regulating the sale of oleomargarine 
and the like, but it has allowed the 
manufacture and sale of shoddy to go 
on without restriction. As we remark- 
ed before, Ohio leads in the manu- 
facture of shoddy, and Mr. Foraker 
and Mr. Hanna are powerful in con- 
gress. 


They are typical of tbe Uepublican 


party. It always promises one thing 
and does another. It is small protec- 
tion to tr>* Ofeio fanner to place a 
duty on his wool aad then permit the 
manufacture of an article that pre- 
vents him from selling the wool. 
Shoddy is mere dangerous than oleo- 
margarine, bur the manufacturers of 
it seem to be pnvHaged characters.
